URING the month of June, the aspirations of 
every Catholic heart are directed with a new 
impulse to the Tabernacle, for therein dwells 
He who is the revealed Love of God, our 
Emmanuel. Here, concealed under the sac- 
ramental species, is the Sacred Heart of our 
Savior, constrained by love to remain in our 
midst, and yearning for a return of love 
from us, His creatures. 

St. Margaret Mary Alocoque was chosen by Our Lord to be the 
instrument for enkindling in human hearts a deep and fervent love for 
His Sacred Heart. She herself loved that Divine Heart with all the 
ardor of her soul, and this love gradually kindled the hearts of the 
Sisters of her convent, and then expanded and spread out into the 
world, fanned by the promises made by the Sacred Heart to those who 
would endeavor to return His love by their recognition and gratitude. 

To show His tenderness and to encourage souls to love Him, Our 
Lord assured St. Margaret Mary that He would bless every home in 
which an image of His Heart should be exposed and honored; that He 
would give peace to these families; that He would comfort them in all 
their trials and afflictions; that sinners should find His Heart to be an 
ocean of mercy; and that He would be their refuge in life and death. 

Those who have had the good fortune to visit the shrine of Paray- 
le-Monial in France, have felt keenly the poignancy of the appeal of 
the Sacred Heart to St. Margaret Mary, when He showed His Heart to 
her and pleaded for a return of love. It was at this same shrine that 
Father Mateo, now known the world over as the Apostle of the Enthrone- 
ment, was miraculously cured (in 1907) of a dangerous illness and 
received the inspiration to dedicate his life to the apostolate of en- 
throning the Sacred Heart as King in families. This, in the designs 
of Divine Providence, has proved to be a most effective means of meet- 
ing the desires of the Sacred Heart expressed to St. Margaret Mary. 

During the forty years or more he has devoted to this apostolate, 
this zealous apostle of the Sacred Heart personally visited most of the 
principal countries of the world, and with fiery eloquence preached a 
veritable crusade on the love and mercy of the Sacred Heart and His 
social reign. Everywhere he established centers to carry on the work, 
and now like a great net-work they cover the world and are a living, 
vibrant force in extending the reign of the Sacred Heart, in keeping 
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families secure on the rock of religion and morality, and inflaming 
souls with His love. 

Through this apostolate, countless families have been brought into 
closer union with the Sacred Heart and have been imbued with a deeper 
and fuller, appreciation of the Eucharistic Sacrifice and Sacrament. 
Only in eternity will it be known what graces have been poured out 
upon the homes thus consecrated to the King of Love, and upon the 
world at large, because of these sanctified homes. And only in eternity 
will it be known what chastisements have been averted from the world 
through the holocaust of love and reparation offered by souls as a fruit 
of this apostolate. The auxiliary apostolates of Night Adoration in 
the Home, and the League of Tarcisians (for young “apostles”) have 
in their turn contributed a saving and sanctifying influence which 
reaches into every stratum of human society. 


History proves that in every great need of the Church, God has 
raised up proper remedies to cure the ills of society and to counteract 
the evils of the times. Everyone concedes that one of the greatest evils 
of our times, and, at the same time, the root of many other evils, is the 
corruption and disintegration of family life. Is it not apparent, then, 
that the Enthronement, which has for its object the sanctification of 
family life, is one of the most powerful antidotes which Divine Provi- 
dence has instituted to combat this evil, and one of the most effective 
means of saving families from ruin and keeping the fires of faith and 
love burning brightly in the midst of a corrupted world? Where, if 
not in the shelter of such consecrated families, may one hope to find 
the Catholic religion preserved and practiced in all its purity? Where, 
if not in such homes, may one hope to find pure and innocent young 
souls, unblighted by the frosts of a pagan licentiousness and worldly 
sophistication which penetrates every phase of human life. 

We cannot, then, repeat too often the recommendation that families 
Enthrone* the Sacred Heart in their home and live this consecration 
by fidelity to their Christian vocation and the vows of their baptism. 
No more opportune time could be chosen for this beautiful ceremony 
than the month of the Sacred Heart, and preferably even the feast of 
the Sacred Heart (this year on June 16th) if possible. It has been 
said that our Holy Father will renew the consecration of the human 
race to the Sacred Heart during this Holy Year. If he should do so 
during the month of June, it would be most appropriate for individual 
families to consecrate themselves and their homes at the same time.

LTHOUGH the feast of Corpus Christi was established in 
the Church only in the year 1311, we are certain that 
at all times since the days of the Apostles, the Catholic 
Church believed in the Real Presence of Our Lord in 
the Holy Eucharist, and adored and loved the Blessed 
Sacrament. In like manner, though Almighty God re- 
served the great spread of devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus as a 
special antidote for the coldness of modern times, yet this adorable 
Heart was known and loved in every age of the Church. Because of 
the wonderful revelations made to St. Margaret Mary Alacoque in the 
17th century and the special cult of devotion to which they gave rise, 
many persons are prone to believe that devotion to the Sacred Heart 
had its beginnings in those revelations. This, however, is far from 
being true, for devotion to the Sacred Heart is as old as Christianity 
itself, and some of the most devoted lovers of the Sacred Heart lived 
long centuries before the time of St. Margaret Mary. But the world 
had, unhappily, grown cold in the love of God, and it was to rekindle 
the fire of love in men’s hearts that the Sacred Heart manifested the 
intensity of His love through St. Margaret Mary. 

Devotion to the Sacred Heart began at the Incarnation, the very 
instant the “Word was made flesh.” The very moment the Precious 
Blood circulated through the throbbing Heart of Jesus, that instant the 
Sacred Heart was a fit object for supreme love and adoration for men 
and angels. 

Among the early martyrs, we have a most beautiful allusion to 
the virtue and power of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. In the year 177, 
a most dreadful persecution broke out at Lyons. The martyrs’ blood 
flowed copiously for the faith of Jesus. Among the first victims were 
the virgin Blandina and the young deacon Sanctus. Red-hot plates 
of iron burned the body of the holy youth into one vast wound. The 
witness of his sufferings accounted for his fortitude by saying, “He was 
bedewed and strengthened by the spring of living water that flows from 
the Heart of Christ.” The Sacred Heart of Jesus imparted to the 
martyrs in the early ages fortitude to rejoice in the most excruciating 
tortures, just as He does in our own time, and to shed their blood for 
the Faith. 

St. Augustine, the great Doctor of the Church, was born thirteen 
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centuries before St. Margaret Mary, and yet he knew all the Divine 
treasures of the Sacred’Heart. He says: “O Heart, fountain of living 
waters, let me drink and rejoice. Longinus has opened for me the 
Side of Jesus. I have entered; there I rest in peace.” On these words 
of St. Augustine, the learned Suarez says: “Christ wished to be wounded 
in His side that men might see an opening into His Heart, and entering 
there, might dwell in peace.” The great St. Augustine entered into the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus and there found pardon for the past, peace for 
the present, and serene hope for the future. 


Another Doctor of the Church, St. Peter Damian, who flourished 
600 years before the birth of the apostle of devotion to the Sacred 
Heart, writes: “In this adorable Heart, we find medicine to cure us, 
weapons to defend us, help against temptation, consolation in trouble, 
and the purest joy in this vale of tears. Oh, cast yourself into the 
Heart of Jesus; It is the place of refuge for sinners and of health for 
every Christian. . .” 

St. Peter Canisius, who lived a century or more before St. Margaret 
Mary, speaks with the most ardent love of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 
He says: “O Divine Savior, Thou hast opened to me Thy Heart, and 
commanded me to drink at the fountain of love. I have presumed to 
press my burning lips to Thy Sacred Heart, and thus dared to relieve 
my thirst; and Thou, O Lord, didst then promise me to cover the 
stains of my soul with a robe of triple tissue, symbols of my heavenly 
profession, peace and love and constancy.” 


St. Bonaventure, who lived in the 13th century, was all on fire 
when he spoke or wrote of the love of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, 
and gave expression to the feelings of his heart in floods of burning 
eloquence which pierce the heart of the devout Christian like darts of 
fiery love. He writes: “Since we have come to the most sweet Heart 
of Jesus, and it is good for us to be here, let us not allow ourselves 
to be torn away from Him, of whom it is written, ‘They that depart from 
Thee shall be written in the earth.’ But what of those who approach? 
Thou Thyself dost tell us Thou hast said of them, ‘Rejoice, for your 
names are written in heaven.’ Let us approach, then, to Thee, and 
we shall exult and be glad, remembering Thy Heart. Nay, more! 
I will give up all; I will exchange all the ideas and affections of my 
mind, casting every thought of mine into the Heart of the Lord Jesus, 
and it will support me without fail. At this Temple, at this Holy 
of Holies, at this Ark of the Covenant, I will adore and praise the 
Name of the Lord, saying with David, ‘I have found my heart that 
I may pray to my God.’ I have found the Heart of my King, my 
Friend, my Brother, my good Jesus! And shall I not adore It?... 
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Having therefore found this Heart of Thine and mine, O sweetest 
Jesus, I will pray to Thee, my God; only suffer my prayers to enter 
the sanctuary of Thy hearing, or rather, draw me entirely into Thy 
Heart... O most beautiful Jesus, wash me more and more from my 
iniquities and cleanse me from my sins, that being purified by Thee, 
I may be able to approach to, and deserve to dwell all the days of my 
life in Thy Heart. For this reason Thy side was pierced that an 
‘entrance might be made for us. For this Thy Heart was wounded, 
that we might be able to dwell in It, and in Thee be free from all 
exterior disturbance... Who will not love this wounded Heart? Who 
will not return love for love to such a Lover? Who will not embrace 
so chaste a Spouse? .. Let us, therefore, as far as lies in our power, 
love Him and make Him a return of love; let us embrace our wounded 
Lover, whose hands, and feet, and side, and Heart have been dug by 
wicked husbandmen, and |!et us stay till He vouchsafes to wound our 
hard and impenitent hearts with the darts of His love, and bind them 
in the bonds of His charity.” 


St. Bernard was the glory of the Church of God 500 years before 
the holy nun of Paray-le-Monial was born, and yet who knew as he 
did the secrets of the Sacred Heart of Jesus? Who loved as he did 
the wounded Heart of Jesus? 


St. Thomas of Aquin, the Angel of the schools (1225-1274), de- 
scribed the tender Heart of Jesus as wounded for our sins and as 
pouring out His Precious Blood through the opening of His side, to 
testify the excess of His love and to inflame the cold hearts of His 
disciples. St. Bernardine of Siena (1380-1444) speaks of the Heart 
of Jesus as a furnace of the most ardent love, capable of setting the 
whole universe on fire. 


St. Catherine of Siena (1347-1380) was specially devoted to the 
Precious Blood of Jesus. But as this all-healing stream flowed from 
the Heart of Jesus, she also loved with a most tender affection the 
Sacred Heart of our Blessed Lord. Our Divine Lord appeared in a 
vision to this saint, took from her her heart, and gave her His own. 
“Then all at once,” says her biographer, “she was surrounded by a 
great light, and saw her Savior bearing in His sacred hands a living 
heart, beaming with light. The saint fell to the ground trembling, 
burying her face in her hands. Jesus came near her, and with a look 
of love, opened her side and placed His Heart in her bosom, saying: 
“Daughter, I have taken thy heart away, and I give thee Mine, that 
thou mayest live by It forever.” One time the saint asked Our Blessed 
Lord why He had willed that His side should be opened after death, 
and the Redeemer said to her: “The chief end I had in view was to 
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reveal to men the secrets of My Heart, that they might understand 
that My love is greater still than the outer signs I give of it; for 
while there is a limit to My sufferings, I love them with a boundless 
love. Dearly beloved daughter! there is no comparison between the 
pain of the senses and the woes of the soul.” How like the words 
Our Lord ‘spoke to St. Margaret Mary three centuries later! 


St. Gertrude, who was born some four hundred years before St. 
Margaret Mary, was also favored with many visions and revelations 
of the Sacred Heart. During her whole life, she cherished a most 
tender love for the Sacred Heart of Jesus, and her inspired writings 
have inflamed many hearts with love for that Divine Heart. 

St. Teresa, St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi, St. Rose of Lima, St. 
John of the Cross, St. Ignatius Loyola, St. Francis de Sales, and many 
other saints of the 16th and 17th centuries, well knew the priceless 
treasures of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. They found their joy and 
bliss in this vale of tears, in contemplating, in adoring, in praising and 
in loving the tender mercy, the ardent love, the unbounded goodness of 
the Divine Heart of their beloved Lord. 

St. Francis de Sales, the founder of the Order of the Visitation, 
of which St. Margaret Mary was a member, died twenty-five years be- 
fore the latter’s birth; yet he spoke and wrote of the love of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus in the same strain as the holy nun herself. “How good 
Our Lord is!” he wrote to St. Jane Frances de Chantal, the co-founder 
of the Order. “How amiable is His Heart! Let us take up our abode 
in this holy dwelling. May His Heart ever live in our hearts.” 

In June, 1611, he conveyed to St. Jane Frances the thoughts with 
which he had been inspired concerning the device to be adopted by the 
Visitation Order. “I have thought,” he said, “that we should take for 
our armorial bearings, a heart pierced by two arrows and encircled 
by a crown of thorns; this poor heart serving as a base for a crown 
surmounting it, and bearing engraved upon it the holy Names of Jesus 
and Mary... Our little congregation is the work of the Hearts of 
Jesus and Mary. Our Divine Savior, when dying, gave us birth by 
the opening of His Sacred Heart; it is but just that our hearts, by the 
practice of constant mortification, should be always encircled by the 
crown of thorns which rested on the head of Our Lord, whilst His love 
held Him fast upon the throne of His mortal anguish.” 

In this letter we see an evident foreshadowing of the devotion to 
the Sacred Heart. Sixty-three years afterwards, our Divine Lord ap- 
peared to St. Margaret Mary, the chosen daughter of St. Francis, and 
showed her His Sacred Heart as the holy bishop had described It, 


encircled with thorns and surmounted by a cross. 
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To all these inspiring testimonies we add that of the celebrated 
Carthusian monk, John Lanspergius, who gives us practical directions 
for venerating the Sacred Heart. “Take care,” he says, “to entertain 
in your soul, by frequently repeated acts, a constant devotion to the 
worship of the amiable Heart of Jesus, which is overflowing with mercy 
and love. Let us be united to this Divine Heart by mutual love, and 
let us enter It in spirit. Let us, through this Heart, implore all the 
graces we require, and through It also offer all our actions to God, for 
we find in It the most valuable treasures and inestimable blessings. 
It is the gate through which we must go to God and by which He comes 
to us. And therefore we would advise you to put, in the various 
places you frequent, an image of this adorable Heart, the sight of which 
may enable you to renew often your holy practices of devotion in Its 
honor, and enkindle in you the fire of Divine love. 


“Enter in spirit into this deified Heart of Jesus, imprint in It your 
own, and plunge your whole soul into this sacred fountain, with a 
longing desire that it should be entirely lost in It, and endeavor to 
fill your own heart with the spirit by which the Heart of Jesus is 
animated; in a word, with all the salutary blessings It comprehends 
and which are beyond all measure. For the Heart of Jesus is an over- 
flowing source of all good. It is a pious and a very useful practice 
to pay a singular worship and veneration to this adorable Heart, which 
ought to be our refuge in our necessities, and in which we shall find 
comfort and the assistance of which we stand in need; for if the whole 
world were to abandon and deceive us, we may be assured that so 
faithful a Heart as that of Jesus will never forsake us or lead us into 
error.” 

To the testimonies of the love and devotion of saints who flourished 
before the time of St. Margaret Mary, we might, if space permitted, 
add those of many saints and holy persons who have lived since her 
time, and are living even in our own day. 

With the saints, we shall find, in the Sacred Heart of Jesus, all 
virtues and sweet consolation. In that “Holy of holies,” we shall find 
ardent love of God, resignation under trials and sufferings, calm and 
peace of soul in pain and sorrow, courage to bear the sweet yoke of 
Christ, perseverance till death, and paradise beyond the grave. Day 
by day, ‘let us offer every pain, every sorrow, and every affliction of 
our lives“to the Sacred Heart in sympathy for Its sufferings, and in 
reparation for our own sins and irreverences as well as those of others. 
As St. Augustine says, “Let us enter into the loving Heart of our 
Blessed Lord, and there we shall rest in peace.”

High Mass and the Divine Office will be sung daily in each Sanctuary, 
and Benediction given twice each day. The Litany of the Sacred Heart 
will be prayed at every hour of the day and night by the official 
adorers kneeling in the sanctuary before the Blessed Sacrament exposed, 
and each morning by the whole community. The Novena will begin 
and end with a solemn Eucharistic procession of love and reparation. 


All our dear friends and readers are invited,—yes, urged—to unite 
with us during these nine days by assisting at Holy Mass and receiving 
Holy Communion each morning (or, if that is not possible, at least on 
the opening and closing day), and reciting the Litany of the Sacred 
Heart each day. 


The needs and intentions of all who join in the Novena will be 
included, and written petitions of those who wish to send them will be 
placed near the Exposition Throne during the Novena. 


Let us go with great confidence to the Sacred Heart for help in 
all our needs, for He Himself urges us to do so. But let us be mindful 
also, and above all, of the desires and intentions of His own Sacred 
Heart and the manifold and pressing needs of our Holy Mother the 
Church, and also of the world in these critical times. In the spirit of 
the Holy Year, let us pray that the Sacred Heart may be the Holy 
Door leading countless sinners back to the way of grace and salvation. 
And last, but not least, let us offer our prayers, our Holy Masses and 
Holy Communions and our sacrifices, in reparation to the Divine Heart 
for the countless sins and crimes daily heaped upon Him, and in 
thanksgiving for His numberless gifts and blessings.

The following letter should prove encouraging to those who have 
been praying, perhaps for many years, for the conversion of a loved 
one. 


Funchal, Island of Madeira 
Rev, Father Mateo: 


I am writing to inform you of a marvelous conversion, due to the 
fidelity of the Heart of Jesus enthroned in my home, and through the 
intercession of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 

I was born of a Catholic marriage and was baptized. Unhappily 
the doctrines which dominated our country at that time made of my 
father not only an atheist but a violent Freemason. I was strictly 
forbidden to go to church and to receive the sacraments. The Sacred 
Heart, in His goodness, gave me the grace of a Christian marriage. 
Only then did I make my first confession and Communion, and that 
on the very day of my wedding. Five years later the Sacred Heart 
sent you to preach to us in Funchal, the capital of the Island of 
Madeira. Because of His great mercy, I was one of those who were 
privileged to hear you speak. Certainly the King of Love was speaking 
to me through your lips. The theme of your preaching was the great 
duty of being an apostle in the home, through sacrifice and prayer, but 
especially through the Eucharist, even through daily Mass, if possible. 
For you told us that we had to be very rich in grace and rich in love, 
to obtain the conversion of the numerous prodigals to be found in every 
family. This seed produced marvelous fruit in my home, 

This is how it happened: I felt an interior force irresistibly urg- 
ing me to put your inspired words into practice. At that time I was 
already married, but living in the home of my father, who scarcely 
tolerated Sunday Mass, and even that against his will. 

For twenty years I offered my prayers and sacrifices for the con- 
version of my father. On the occasion of a funeral in the family, a 
friend of mine, to console me, gave 'me a copy of your book, “Jesus, 
King of Love.’’ This was your second and ‘more urgent appeal! I 
felt inspired to have the Enthronement in our home, but it was not 
possible. My father would never consent. However, Divine Mercy 
found the means of conquering this rebellious but precious soul. My 
father was obliged to take a long trip. This proved to be the providen- 
tial occasion of having the solemn Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, 
for the reading of your book had urged me to go ahead, so much so, 
that despite my exceedingly weak and over-fearful character, I became 
more courageous, even daring. 

The following year my beloved father, now 79 years old, became 
seriously ill. I witnessed his terrible fight against the enemy of his 
soul, and especially against the Freemasons of his lodge, who sur- 
rounded him, Consequently, his conversion seemed almost impossible. 
But suddenly, on a Saturday, the 21st of August, eve of the Feast of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary, he himself asked for and received the 
Last Sacraments. Then it was that he openly stated that deep down 
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in his heart he had always kept the Faith, but because of his obliga- 
tions to Freemasonry, he had been forced to renounce the practice 
of his religion. 

The convert, in his new-found happiness, now became a veritable 
apostle by his exhortations, his piety and his example. Every day he 
generously offered his sufferings and his death for the conversion of 
sinners. Eight days after this miracle of grace, he piously gave back 
his soul to God. The King of Love had once more kept His promises. 

Thank you, Reverend Father, for your preaching, which in this 
case certainly bore fruit. Make known this miracle to all who are 
going through the terrible agony from which I suffered so much. The 
apostolate of the Sacred Heart will be a consolation for them and will 
mean eternal salvation for the prodigals in their own homes.

Father Mateo Very IIl 


Father Mateo, the Founder and promoter of the Work of the 
Enthronement, is now in a critical state of health in a hospital in 
Three Rivers, Canada, where he has made his home the past few 
years. In March, a letter was received from Rev. Francis Larkin, SS.CC., 
the National Director of the Work of the Enthronement in the United 
States, who was then visiting Father Mateo. He wrote, in part: 

“Father is very sick and in grave danger because of recurrent heart 
attacks. He is very weak, but is able to offer Holy Mass each morn- 
ing. He hopes to have this great grace until he dies. This is his 
greatest consolation in his hours of suffering, Father sees each day 
more clearly the importance of the Holy Sacrifice, and desires that 
his last message to his friends be on this sublime topic so dear to his 
heart. 7 

‘“‘He has urged me to preach the Mass in season and out of season, 
and earnestly begs that all our priest-apostles do the same. He wants 
to continue to preach the holy Sacrifice of the Mass as he did in life. 
For this reason he wrote his meditation on the Mass,* and it is his 
last request that you his friends and friends of the Sacred Heart do 
all you can to spread it far and wide... 

“Father takes this opportunity to thank each one of you for your 
wonderful and encouraging co-operation in his apostolate for the Social 
Reign of Christ, and assures you that he will be eternally grateful. 
Each morning he places you in his chalice and offers you to the 
Heavenly Father in union with the Sacred Heart, the Victim and 
Priest of the Mass.”’ 

We know that our dear readers will not fail to remember Father 
Mateo in their prayers, and to ask God to give him fortitude in his 
sufferings and the grace of a happy and holy death in God’s good time. 
And pray also for the continued success of the Work of the Enthrone- 
ment which he initiated and promoted with so much zeal and self- 
sacrifice these many years.

® Sacrament Wost Holy! 
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LL the sacraments are marvelous gifts of the love of Our 
Lord; they are holy in themselves and means of holiness 
to those who receive them worthily. But there is one 
that is never spoken of save as the Holy or Most Holy 
Sacrament. The other sacraments contain grace and are channels of 
grace; this one contains the Author of grace, and is the unfailing Foun- 
tain of all grace. As the sun is the center of the system of lesser 
bodies that circle around it, and the source of light and warmth to all 
things that live on the earth, so the Holy Eucharist is the Center of all 
the other sacraments, and the Source of spiritual! light and warmth to 
souls. 

We call the Holy Eucharist the Mystery of Faith and Love. In- 
deed, it contains such wonders that reason, left to itself, is completely 
bewildered, for Transubstantiation demands countless first class mira- 
cles. No one can grasp the breadth, the length, the height, and the 
depth of the love Christ manifests in this Sacrament. Its essence is 
Jesus Christ offering Himself to God and to men. It is the Gift of God, 
to God in the Mass and to man in Holy Communion, as Christ, true 
God and true Man, is always there present under the species of bread 
and wine, the living Christ—Himself, the Giver and the Gift, the Offerer 
and the Victim. 

Do we believe that our loving Savior is really present on the altar? 
We say “Yes,” but alas! too often in church we behave as if He were 
not there. Do we hope in Him who from the altar offers us His plenti- 
ful Redemption? Orally we assent, but too often, unmindful of His 
consoling promises, we grow vexed and discouraged, and do not come 
to drink at this Fountain of all consolation. Do we love Him in return 
for the infinite love He radiates from the Blessed Sacrament? Alas, 
how often we treat Him with coldness and neglect! 
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To revive and intensify our faith, hope, and love in and for this 
wonderful Gift, and to foster a better appreciation and a deeper grati- 
tude, we should celebrate with special fervor the feast of the Blessed 
Sacrament, Corpus Christi, Avhich this year is observed on June 8th 

In celebrating the feast day of a friend in remembrance of his 
goodness, the feast is of one kind if the friend is absent; but if he is 
present to participate in the festivites, his presence makes a vast differ- 
ence, and the feast affords a lively and untold delight. So, too, it 
should be with the feast of Corpus Christi. This is the consoling reality 
of the Holy Eucharist: It is Jesus present, truly, substantially, and 
really alive, with Soul and Body. He is not only present spiritually 
with His grace, as in the other sacraments, but He is there personally, 
with His Divinity and Humanity, in a glorious state, as in heaven, 
though invisible under the species of bread and wine. 

On this account, the feast of Corpus Christi should be one of joy 
and rejoicing. When we are permitted to venerate a holy relic, or a 
piece of Our Lord’s garments, or one of His miraculous pictures, we 
show the greatest respect and devotion; but after all, they are only 
objects connected with His Person. In the Blessed Sacrament, on the 
contrary, we have Our Lord Himself. In Its triple aspect, the Holy 
Eucharist is Jesus WITH us: that is, the Real Presence; Jesus FOR us: 
that is, the Holy Mass; and Jesus WITHIN us: that is, Holy Communion 
but always Jesus Himself! 

Jesus is the Mediator between God and man. He came into the 
world to give glory to God and salvation to men. He fulfilled His 
Divine mission through His Life, Passion, Death, Resurrection, and 
Ascension. Now He extends and continues the same mission in the 
Holy Eucharist, which in, Its true sense is the Sacrifice of the New Law, 
offered by Christ Himself, present as Offerer and as Victim. Thus 
Holy Mass and Holy Communion are parts of the same supreme Eucha- 
ristic action, which Jesus offers for God’s glory and man’s salvation. 
The Holy Eucharist is the soul of the Catholic liturgy, and the worship 
offered to God through It is supreme adoration. The Holy Eucharist 
is also the perennial continuation of Our Lord’s life on earth. He 
daily and perpetually renews His life on the altar. Again He is Eucha- 
ristically born; again, as at Nazareth, He lives on the altar a hidden 
life; and again, He feeds the multitudes—this time not with the same 
bread multiplied out of five loaves, but with His very Body, and He 
strengthens those who partake of this Food with the Medicine of Im- 
mortality, His Precious Blood. 

At Bethlehem, when Our Lord was born, Mary, Joseph, the shep- 
herds, the three holy kings, and others knelt down and adored Christ, 
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the Son of God and the Savior of humankind. Upon Catholic altars 
the event of Bethlehem is repeated every morning, as many times 
as the Mass is offered. We, too, kneel, and in the same spirit as the 
first adorers, adore and worship Him. In the Temple of Jerusalem, 
the high priest offered Christ, whom he received from Mary and 
Joseph. At Holy Mass, through the ministry of the priest and in union 
with him, we offer the same Christ to God the Father. At Nazareth, 
Mary and Joseph lived for Jesus and with Jesus. Because of Him, 
they lived a life of holiness and devotion. Are we not blessed with 
the same good fortune! The Catholic Church has become a second 
Nazareth, where Christ lives over again His hidden life. Yes, under a 
certain aspect we are even more fortunate than Mary and Joseph. They 
saw the Body of Christ and their sight helped their sensible devotion; 
but on the altar, Divinity and Humanity are both hidden, and thus our 
faith deserves greater merit. On Calvary, Our Lord immolated Him- 
self in propitiation for our sins; on the altar we see the same Sacrifice, 
though in a different manner. 


What more? If we went up to heaven, we would see the angels 
and saints bowing down in adoration, and in their worship enjoying 
eternal bliss, because they are with God and with Jesus. And we? 
Through the Holy Eucharist, heaven is transplanted to earth; we have 
on our altars the same God and Savior who is the perennial Fountain 
of everlasting joy in heaven. St. John Chrysostom vividly illustrates 
this truth. He says: “Ah, what are we? Heaven has nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing more than earth. The earth has become a new heaven. 
Go up to the gates of heaven, yea, go up to the highest heaven: gaze 
attentively, and I will afterwards show you on our altars that which 
enraptured you more than anything else in heaven. In the royal palace 
it is not the gildings and tapestries we admire, but the king on his 
throne. In like manner, I will not pause in heaven to point out to 
you the angels and archangels, but the Lord, who is the King of the 
angels and archangels. Now it is the same King of Glory that you 
have on the altar. It is indeed the same infinite God, the same all- 
powerful Creator of the universe, the same loving Redeemer who de- 
sires to be our Emmanuel—God with us—a hidden God, a God humbled 
through love, a Lamb full of Divine meekness, a Victim of propitia- 
tion for our sins!” 


To this testimony of St. John Chrysostom we may add that we 
are, in a sense, more fortunate than the blessed in heaven, for they, 
by having the light of glory, do not merit any further increase of 
glory. Our merits, on the contrary, can daily increase, because with 
the light of faith we can daily intensify our vision of this heavenly 
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Mystery and secure a greater degree of glory in the world to come. 

“I love my eyes,” St. Mechtilde often exclaimed, “because they 
put me in contact with the Sacred Host!” This saint knew by revela- 
tion that it pleases God exceedingly when we gaze upon the Blessed 
Sacrament with faith and love. Our Lord Himself inspired St. Gertrude 
also with a great devotion to gaze on Him exposed to view in the Holy 
Eucharist. This was one of her favorite practices, and one day Jesus 
said to her: “Each time anyone looks lovingly at the Host, he will 
increase his merits for heaven, and add to his eternal joys a special 
delight corresponding to that with which he devoutly contemplated Me 
in the Holy Eucharist.” 

One of the characteristic celebrations of Corpus Christi is the 
Eucharistic procession in which Jesus is carried in the monstrance, that 
all may see Him. Let us then gaze on Him with faith and love. Ignor- 
ing the veil of the species, our faith will penetrate the shroud, and we 
will behold our God as He reigns in heaven, great in Majesty, yet 
equally great in love, His Heart overflowing with goodness and mercy. 
Oh! let us gaze at the Sacred Host, every look an act of faith, because 
we adore our great and holy God under the lowly species of Bread. 
Let us gaze at the Sacred Host, every gaze an act of love, for our heart 
must feel animated to make a return of love to a God who thus con- 
ceals His Majesty to banish our fear, and who thus humbles Himself 
to inspire confidence. Let us, also, with that same faith and love, offer 
Him on the altar and receive Him into our hearts in Eucharistic Com- 
munion, the greatest of all works of Christian piety and charity, in 
which is found all that is beautiful and good in heaven itself. 


Means of Escaping Purgatory

N A recent issue, we spoke of the practice of for- 
giving injuries done to oneself as a most excellent 
way to escape the pains of purgatory. There are 
two other virtues which have the same power and 
the same promises, for they are closely related to 
that of the forgiveness of injuries. .These are the 
virtues of abstaining from judging others and of 
perfect contrition. Our Lord has said distinctly: 
“Judge not, that you may not be judged; for with what judgment you 
judge, you shall be judged, and with what measure you mete, it shall 
be measured unto you again’ (Matt. 7:2). 

This is something quite different from the forgiveness of injuries. 
In the forgiveness of injuries, there is no question about the fact of 
the injury; but in refraining from judging, even the fact is not assumed. 
The forgiveness of injuries is based on our own relation to God and to 
those who may injure us; the virtue of abstaining from judging is 
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grounded on the consideration that to God alone belongs the right of 
judgment as well as the right of punishment. Other considerations, 
such as that of our own miseries and faults, which are quite enough to 
occupy our whole attention, may well come to our aid in the formation 
of this virtue, which is founded on true humility. But there are some 
blessed souls who have the special grace of always looking at others 
with the eyes of charity, of turning away from all that is evil so as 
not to see it, and of interpreting everything well, even when such 
interpretation is most difficult. Such persons have Our Lord’s promise 
that they shall not be judged; that is, that they shall be preserved from 
all serious faults in return for their simple and divine charity, or shall, 
at least, have all their faults perfectly forgiven. 

As for the virtue of perfect contrition, it must be evident that this 
virtue contains the perfect love of God, and where that exists, the 
sorrow founded upon it must be so pure and so intense as completely 
to cancel any debt owing to His justice. 

There are other things which may be mentioned as means of es- 
caping purgatory. Some of these may be regarded as the suffering 
of one’s purgatory here below. Such is the case of those who undergo 
some heavy trial; for example, bearing a great calumny against their 
reputation without resentment, repining, or any attempt at retalia- 
tion. Such is also the case of those whom God afflicts with great 
bodily sufferings and ailments, or mental anguish, if they endure them 
with perfect resignation and cheerful union with the will of God. Such 
is likewise the case of those who labor long and assiduously among the 
heathen, or who exhaust themselves in other works of charity for their 
neighbors, maintaining the while their union with God, and vigilantly 
guarding the peace of a good conscience. 

The same is true of the satisfactory power of perfect fidelity to 
a religious rule, even in the least things, which is a burden that at no 
time presses very heavily, but the continuity of which makes it very 
meritorious in the sight of God. Other means, again, to the same end 
are to be found in the perfect use of the ordinary channels of grace, 
such as the sacraments; for the Sacraments of Penance and Holy Com- 
munion have the power to purify the soul from the debt of pain as 
well as from the stain of guilt. If they do not do this in the ordinary 
case, it is not because of their lack of power, but because of the im- 
perfect manner in which they are received. 

In addition we may mention the careful and perfect use of indul- 
gences, a very deep and tender devotion to the Passion of Our Lord, 
and to His Sacred Heart; and last, but not least, a fervent and persever- 
ing devotion to our Blessed Mother; for one who faithfully venerates 
and strives to imitate this purest of God’s creatures, will naturally 
shun sin and all that could offend so dear a mother, and thus by purity 
of life will avoid the punishments of purgatory.

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Three in One and One in Three 
Thoughts for the Feast of the Holy Trinity, June 4th 


HE first Sunday after Pentecost is observed as the Feast 
of the Most Holy Trinity. This feast is, so to say, the 
culmination and the summary of all the feasts of the 

" ecclesiastical year celebrated up to this time—Christ- 

mas, Easter, Pentecost. From the beginning of Advent, 

Holy Church has been calling to our minds, in order, 

& God the Father, the Author of creation, God the Son, the 
Author of redemption, and, in the feast of Pentecost, God the Holy 

Ghost, the Author of sanctification. On the feast of the Blessed Trinity, 

she summarizes the great mystery of the Unity of Nature and the 

Trinity of Persons in Almighty God. 





The Father is the Source of all life. He is our first beginning, as 
He is the Source of the infinite Life of the Son and the Holy Spirit. 
The Son—the Word of God, and the Holy Spirit—the Love of God, 
proceed from the Father, and all creation comes from Him through 
the Word and the Holy Spirit. 

We know through faith that in the Trinity there are three Divine 
Persons, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit, all three distinct, all 
equal, yet one only God, having the same essence and nature. By 
revelation we know that God is a father, and this is the fundamental 
idea of the Trinity. From it we can conceive, in a dim way, some con- 
cept of the life and relationship of one Divine Person to another. The 
Father as a Person is conscious of His own Being; that is to say, He 
has Self-knowledge. But this Knowledge is a Substantial Idea of Him- 
self. a Person, whom we call the Word of God. The Father, through 
the process of knowing Himself, thus generates the Word, who is His 
Son, the Second Person of the Blessed Trinity. The Father loves the 
Son, and the Son loves the Father, and from this mutual Love proceeds 
the Third Person of the Blessed Trinity, the Holy Spirit, who is the 
Substantial, Self-existing Love of God. So the Holy Spirit is Love 
personified, the Subsistent Love of God, proceeding from both the 
Father and the Son. 

In the generation of the Son and the procession of the Holy Spirit 
consists the intimate inner life of the Blessed Trinity, and the mutual 
relationship of the Divine Persons to one another. Had not God re- 
vealed to us through His Divine Son the sublime mystery of the Blessed 
Trinity, we could never have known It by the use of reason, for It is 
wholly beyond human comprehension.

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God the Father, Our Creator 


God is the fulness of life, and has in Himself infinite, immeasur- 
able bliss. Therefore He has need of nothing outside of Himself to be 
infinitely happy. But He willed to manifest Himself, to show forth His 
power, His wisdom, and His love, by creation. So He called into exist- 
ence the world of spiritual beings whom we know as angels, the 
material world, and men, whom He made to His own image and like- 
ness. 

To His Eternal Son, the Word, one with Him by sharing the same 
nature and essence, God the Father communicates His life, His bliss, 
His infinite perfections. In His infinite goodness, it was His plan to 
create a vast multitude of human beings whom He would adopt and 
make members of His “Family” by supernatural grace. When, there- 
fore, He created Adam, who was to be the head of the human race, He 
constituted him in grace by the Holy Spirit, who took up His dwelling 
in Adam’s soul. Thereby the Divine plan was set in operation. But, as 
we know, Adam sinned and spoiled God’s plan; he forced the Holy 
Spirit to depart from his soul, for God and sin cannot dwell together. 
Thereby Adam, as the father of the human race, lost supernatural grace 
and the right to heaven not only for himself, but also for all his 
descendants, all of whom (with the exception of the Blessed Virgin) 
come into the world in a fallen condition, deprived of the indwelling 
of God in the soul—which constitutes sanctifying grace—and are no 
longer heirs to the kingdom of God. 


God the Son, Our Redeemer 


Yet Ged in His infinite love and mercy did not abandon His plan; 
He devised a means to set it again into operation. He determined to 
redeem man, to rescue him from his sad condition, to buy him back at 
the infinite price of His co-eternal Son, who, assuming human nature, 
would render to God an infinite satisfaction for sin. In the fulness 
of time, the Son of God, the Second Person, was sent into the world 
for man’s Redemption. “God sent His Son,” says St. Paul, “that we 
might receive the adoption of sons” (Gal. 4:5). The Son of God 
accomplished the Redemption and won back for us the right of adoption 
through baptism, when we are incorporated into Christ’s Mystical Body. 


God the Holy Spirit, Our Sanctifier 


But it is the Holy Spirit who, at baptism, operates this incredible 
adoption and brings about our ‘incorporation with Christ in a manner 
resembling the engrafting of a branch upon a tree. The Holy Spirit 
gives Himself to the soul in baptism; that is to say, He comes to take 
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up His abode in the soul even as He had taken up His abode in the 
soul of Adam. With Him come the Father and the Son, for the three 
Divine Persons are one and the same in Nature, indivisible and insep- 
arable, and where one Person is, there the other two must also be. 
The soul thus becomes the living temple of the Triune God. 
Through baptism we are made members of Christ—Christians; 
children of God the Father; and temples of the Holy Spirit; and God’s 


plan is once more set to work in our regard. 


The Obligations Resulting from Our Relationship to the 
Three Divine Persons 


We possess the Blessed Trinity within our soul as long as we re- 
main in sanctifying grace. If we raise no obstacles to God’s plan by 
committing sin, but faithfully co-operate with it by the observance of 
the commandments and by striving to increase our union with God 
through prayer and the frequent reception of the sacraments, we shall 
one day share in the bliss and glory of God in heaven. 

God wills that we should know, love, and enjoy Him. We have a 
knowledge of Him as our Creator, as our Redeemer, and as our Sanc- 
tifier. Can we, then, do otherwise than love and rejoice in Him in each 
of these relationships to Him? 

As our Father, who has created us and unceasingly cares for us, 
we should abandon ourselves to God the Father as obedient children, 
fulfilling His desires and accepting all the manifestations of His will 
in cur regard with filial confidence and love. 

As our Redeemer, who became our elder Brother in the flesh in 
order to pay the price of our guilt, we must honor and love God the 
Son, by imitating His sublime obedience to the will of His Heavenly 
Father and showing forth in our own lives His virtues and perfectionis. 
As members of His Mystical Body, we must love one another, and fulfil 
ihe commandment which He called His own: “This is My Command- 
ment: that you love one another.” We must ever remember that the 
holy Sacrifice of the Altar is the Memorial of the redeeming act of 
God the Son, and that we can best show our gratitude to Him by our 
faithful participation in this daily renewal of our Redemption, and by 
our union with Him in Holy Communion. 

To God the Holy Spirit, our Sanctifier, we owe praise, love and 
gratitude for the gift of sanctifying grace, for the infused virtues of 
faith, hope and charity, and the countless moral virtues He fosters 
in our soul, and for His seven Gifts and twelve Fruits. We can manifest 
our love by attentiveness to His inspirations, by frequently turning to 
Him for help, by protestations of love, and above all by fidelity to 
His adorable will.

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May, then, the feast of the Blessed Trinity give us a clearer knowl- 
edge of God as the Supreme Being, infinite, omnipotent, and full of 
goodness and love, so that, filled with love and gratitude, we may 
unceasingly thank, love, adore and praise the Triune God, Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit!

St. Mary Goretti 


HE canonization of St. Mary Goretti on June 25th gives 
to the youth of today a new model, whose life is a 
challenge to them to cherish, as she did, the angelic 
virtue of purity, and rather to relinquish life itself 
than tarnish it. It is, moreover, an inspiration to all 
Christians to fight sin and undergo any suffering rather 
than risk losing the life of Divine grace. 

With a prayer that the blood of this innocent victim, joined to the 
tears of the repentant murderer, might work the miracle of moving 
perverted hearts, of opening the eyes and shaking the torpor of so 
many indifferent or timid Christians, Pope Pius XII concluded the 
beatification of this young girl on April 27, 1947. In his allocution, 
he referred to her as the “St. Agnes of the Twentieth Century,” and de- 
clared that Mary’s triumph was the mature fruit of a Christian home 
with its old, simple method of education; of a home where one prays, 
where the children are brought up in the fear of God, in obedience to 
their parents, in the love of truth and self-respect; accustomed to be 
satisfied with little and to give a helping hand. 

The Holy Father said further: “How great is the error of those 
who consider virginity an effect of the ignorance or ingeniousness of 
little souls without passion, without ardor, without experience, and 
therefore accord it only a smile of pity! How can he who has sur- 
rendered without struggle imagine what strength it requires to domi- 
nate, without a moment of weakness, the secret stirrings and urgings 
of the senses and the heart which adolescence wakens in our fallen 
nature? to resist, without a single compromise, the thousand little 
curiosities which impel one to see, to listen, to taste, to feel, and thus 
approach the lips to the intoxicating cup and inhale the deadly per- 
fume of the flower of evil? to move through the turpitudes of the 
world with a firmness that is superior to all temptations, to all threats, 
to all seductive or mocking looks? No! Agnes in the vortex of pagan 
society; Aloysius Gonzaga at the elegantly licentious courts of the 
Renaissance; Mary Goretti living close to, and pursued by the passion 
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of shameless persons; they were neither ignorant nor impassionable, 
but were strong with that supernatural strength of which every Chris- 
tian receives the seed in baptism, but which must be cultivated by a 
careful education. 

“Our beata was a strong soul. She knew and understood; and 
that is precisely why she preferred to die... She was not merely an 
innocent ‘ingenue’ instinctively frightened by the shadow of sin. She 
was not sustained solely by a natural feeling of modesty. No, though 
still young, she already gave signs of the intensity and depth of her 
love for the Divine Redeemer... What characterizes her is not her 
beauty, but her fortitude... Prudence watched day and night and 
prayed unceasingly to preserve the lily of purity.” 

Mary Goretti was born October 16, 1890, the third of seven chil- 
dren. Even as a young child, she had an unusual devotion to God and 
to His Blessed Mother. As she grew up she assisted her mother, after 
her father’s death, in working on a farm with her mother’s partner, 
Signor Senenelli. Senenelli’s seventeen-year-old son, Alexander, was 
an undisciplined youth, who indulged in reading bad books and look- 
ing at licentious pictures. Several times he approached Mary, who, 
though only eleven, was large for her age, with improper suggestions, 
but was always repulsed. He determined to force her to yield to him, 
and on July 5, 1902, accosted her during an hour when the other mem- 
bers of the household were not around. He threatened her with death 
if she did not yield to his wishes. “No, no!” Mary cried. “It is a 
mortal sin; you will go to hell. No, no!” He rushed at her then 
with a stiletto, sharpened for the purpose, plunged it fourteen times 
into her body and left her lying in a pool of blood. When discovered 
she was still able to gasp out the name of her murderer and the reason 
for it. She was rushed to a hospital, but died the next day. The 
parish priest had been called and administered the last sacraments. Be- 
fore giving her Holy Viaticum, he asked: “Mary, do you forgive 
Alexander?” “Yes,” she answered, “I forgive him, and I will pray 
that he will be with me in paradise.” She died July 6, 1902. 

Senenelli was sentenced to thirty years in prison. He served 
twenty-seven years of his sentence, and was then released. He entered 
a Capuchin monastery at Ascoli, and was one of the principal witnesses 
in the beatification process, but did not attend the final ceremonies. 
The beata’s mother, eighty-three years old, was present in a wheel- 
chair, as well as a brother and two sisters. It is hoped that her mother 
may be able to attend the canonization ceremonies also. If she does, 
it will be the first time in centuries that the mother of the saint raised 
to the altars has witnessed the glorious ceremonies. St. Mary Goretti’s 
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process has been the shortest in centuries, having been introduced only 
in 1935. 

May this child-martyr obtain for Christian youth of our day cour- 
age, constancy, and victory in the manifold temptations which beset 
their path! 

St. Vincent Maria Strambi 

Another deeply inspiring canonization ceremony will take place 
on June 11, when Blessed Vincent Maria Strambi, a Passionist, and 
Blessed Antonio Maria Gianelli, both Italian Bishops, will be raised 
to the honors of the altar. 

Born in 1745, Vincent Strambi was ordained to the priesthood at 
the very early age of twenty-two. He was a contemporary of St. Paul 
of the Cross, Founder of the Passionists, who received him into the 
Congregation in 1769, and whose biography he later wrote. Under 
the guidance of the saintly founder, Vincent became one of the out- 
standing members of the Order and a great missionary. For the space 
of fifty years, he preached missions and retreats throughout Italy, 
sometimes being joined by two other zealous priests, one of whom be- 
came the Cardinal Vicar of Rome and the other Pope Pius IX. In 
the conclave of 1800, some of the Cardinals cast their vote for him 
for Pope. 

Pius VII, reigning Pontiff in 1801, appointed Father Strambi 
Bishop of Macerata and Tolentino, in the hope that this zealous 
preacher and shepherd might be able to save the people from the 
havoc wrought by Napoleon in those parts. He was not disappointed, 
for Bishop Strambi proved a worthy defender of the rights of the 
Church, and twice offered his life to God in order to save the Pope. 
On the first occasion, he was ordered by the French general to take the 
oath of allegiance to Napoleon. The faithful Bishop replied: “I will not 
betray my sacred trust. I am willing to sacrifice all rather than act 
contrary to the orders of the Vicar of Jesus Christ.” He was arrested 
and two days later sent into exile, where he remained four years. How- 
ever, the disturbance caused by his subjects in Italy on this account, was 
so great that the commander of the French army had to call for two 
thousand more soldiers and heavy artillery to quell it. 

When Pope Leo XII lay on his deathbed awaiting his end, Bishop 
Vincent offered Holy Mass on a nearby altar and begged God to take 
his life instead of the Holy Father’s. The dying Pontiff miraculously 
recovered, and eight days later, on the date predicted previously by 
the holy Passionist, Bishop Strambi died. May his fearless example 
and holy prayers obtain a dauntless courage for the shepherds of souls 
who today must defend the Church against renewed attacks of her 
enemies. 
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St. Anthony Mary Gianelli 


St. Anthony Mary Gianelli, who is to be canonized on the same 
day as St. Vincent Strambi, was born of a good middle-class family 
about forty miles from Pavia, Italy, in 1789. As a youth he was con- 
spicuous for his tender devotion to Our Blessed Lady, whose name he 
bore, and for his gentle docility and industry. His intellectual endow- 
ments were of a high order and gave promise from the first of his 
future greatness. A generous benefactor made it possible for him to 
pursue his studies for the priesthood at Genoa, where he so distinguished 
himself that he was permitted to preach when only a subdeacon. His 
eloquence attracted great crowds both at this period of his life and 
later, when he gave many missions, which resulted in a great harvest 
of souls. By a special dispensation he was ordained a priest before 
the canonical age, in the year 1812. 

Much of his time was taken up in educational work through an 
extended period of years, but nevertheless he discharged the functions 
of an ordinary parish priest with great fervor, and preached frequent 
sermons and missions, as noted above. His confessional was always 
besieged with penitents. 

Two religious Congregations owe their organization to his zeal, the 
one of priests, known as the Missionaries of St. Alphonsus Liguori 
(later dissolved), and the other, the Sisters of Santa Maria del Orto, 
who devote themselves to teaching poor children and nursing the sick, 
and now have houses not only in Italy, but also in America and Asia. 

When he was forty-nine he was appointed Bishop of Bobbio, a 
see in the northwest of Italy. In this office he gave an extraordinary 
example of virtue, prudence and firm government, and thereby effected 
a great revival of religious fervor in his diocese. His life was cut short 
at the age of fifty-seven by his death on June 7, 1846, only eight years 
after becoming a bishop. His beatification took place in 1925.

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Our Holy Father's Message to the Sick and Suffering 
SR RM 


“Grant to the sick resignation and health.” 
(Holy Year Prayer) 


It has been said many times, and truly, that the Christian religion 
is the only one that can give meaning to human suffering. This is a 
mark of its Divine origin. We may also say that never has this mean- 
ing been more forcefully expressed than in the following words which 
Pope Pius XII directed to the sick throughout the whole world at the 
beginning of this Holy Year of 1950. 


OW often, as We receive and give Our blessing to the 
crowds of pilgrims that gather around the common 
Father of the faithful, Our anxious thought has flown 
to the absent, especially toward you, beloved sons 
and daughters, the infirm and sick of Italy and of all 
the world, prevented as you are from uniting with the 

others because you are nailed to the cross of your sufferings. 

How often has Our heart felt the urgent desire to come to you, 
to pass among you, somewhat as Jesus did while on earth, on the shores 
of the lake, along the streets, in the houses, and as He now does in* 
His Eucharistic Life within the shadow of the great shrines of His 
Mother Mary, blessing and healing. But how can We come to you, 
spread out as you are over the face of the earth, no corner of which 
is free from disease and suffering? 

And so We have thought to visit you with Our words, to have Our 
voice reach to the extremities of the world, to meet all of you without 
exception, wherever you may be, in hospitals, sanitoria, clinics, or 
private homes, to speak to each of you intimately; to each one of you, 
as it were, alone, bending over your beds; to make each one of you 
feel the full tenderness of Our paternal affection for you, and to apply 
to your sufferings the balm, which, if it does not always cure, always 
strengthens and relieves, — the balm of the Passion of our gracious 
Savior, Jesus Christ. 

As the Holy Year approaches and as a preparation for this grand 
time of grace, We wish to help you understand better and to appreciate 
the fruit that you may gather from meditating on the sufferings of 
Jesus, so that you may sweeten your own lot with patience, illuminate 
it with hope, and transform it with the realization of its value and 
fecundity. 

The balm of Christ’s Passion will give you patience in trial. 
Under the heavy burden of sickness, of infirmity, acute or chronic, 
torturous either in its intensity or its endlessness, the poor crucified 
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human nature often finds it hard to be resigned, still to believe that 
God loves it when He lets it suffer so much. Crucified? Yes; but 
look at Him who is “The Crucified One.” Do you know Him? He is 
the beloved Son, in whom the Father was well pleased. (cf. Matt. 17:5.) 
Look at Him, look Him in the eye, and tell the good God that you 
believe in His love for you. Stretched out as you are, perhaps, on 
a bed of agony, turning from side to side without finding relief, look 
at Him, held motionless by the nails to the rough wood of the bare 
cross. Your throat is burning with feverish thirst? The medicine is 
bitter? On Golgotha they gave Jesus only gall and vinegar. (cf. Matt. 
27:34,48.) And so to each of your sufferings He sweetly replies: 
“Yes, I know; I have undergone them all. Having taken on Myself all 


sufferings, I know from experience how to be compassionate and mer- 
ciful.” 


This balm will also sustain your hope. You may feel it waver at 
times. This pain is lasting so long! Will it last thus forever? Maybe 
it is not only the way you feel; perhaps, God help you, it is humanly 
incurable, and you know it! You have prayed; but you have received 
no cure, no relief even, and now you believe that you are abandoned. 
A feeling of discouragement invades your heart, and overcome by suf- 
fering and sorrow, you allow a groan to escape your lips. As long 
as it does not go beyond a murmur, your Heavenly Father will not 
scold you. He will find in it an echo of the cry of His own beloved 
Son to whose voice He also seemed deaf. Look at Jesus. Prostrate 
in agony He had prayed: “My Father, if it be possible, let this chalice 
pass from Me.” Then He added, quickly: “Yet not My will, but Thine 
be done.” Dying on the Cross, He exclaimed: “My God, My God, why 
hast Thou abandoned Me?” And yet, obedient unto death, He cried 
out: “Father, into Thy hands I commend My Spirit.” But then see 
Him afterwards, risen, glorious, happy for all eternity. No, your suf- 
fering will not last forever. Open your hearts to the hope that is 
eternal, and say with the sorely afflicted Job: “I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth, and in the last day I shall rise out of the earth... and 
in my flesh I shall see my God” (19:25-56). Listen to the Apostle 
Paul, who will teach you that the sufferings of this time are not worthy 
to be compared with the glory to come, that shall be revealed in us. 
(Rom. 8:18.) 


Finally, this balm will suffuse your sufferings with an ineffable 
sweetness, for the Passion of Jesus will reveal to you the fruitfulness- 
of suffering for yourselves, for others, for the world. More than from 
your pains, you suffer in feeling that you are inactive, unfruitful, use- 
less, a burden to those around you, and you lament over your isolated: 
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and sterile life. And yet, is it not true that sickness, serenely borne, 
refines the spirit, rouses in the soul lofty thoughts, reveals to erring 
hearts the vanity of earthly pleasures, heals moral wounds, inspires 
generous resolutions? But that is not all. Look at the Cross, look at 
all who have suffered! With His words and His example Jesus taught 
men; with His miracles He passed among them doing good; but with 
His Passion and Cross He saved the world. “We adore Thee, O Christ, 
and we bless Thee, because by Thy Cross Thou hast redeemed the 
world.” When this same Jesus invites you to take up your cross and 
follow Him, He is actually inviting you to work with Him for the 
redemption of the world. As His Heavenly Father sent Him, so He 
sends you; and that mission which He confides to you, We, His Vicar 
on earth, confirm and bless. Dear sufferers, during the coming Holy 
Year, We shall lay a heavy toll on the labors and on the prayers of all 
the faithful, but even more We shall count on your holy suffering, 
which, united to the Passion of Jesus, will give to the actions of some, 
and to the contemplation of others, their perfection and their efficacy. 


The balm of the Passion which strengthens you with patience and 
hope in your trial, and makes you appreciate its incomparable value 
and sovereign power, will certainly not give you an air of rigid and 
haughty insensibility which would have nothing in common with child- 
like conformity to the will of your Divine Father. This conformity 
will not shut your hearts or your lips to prayer; rather, it will give 
to it the odor of incense, which the fire carries up to the throne of 
God. 

O Jesus, may Our prayer, united to the sufferings of Your most 
holy Mother, carry with it the prayers of ali those who suffer, either 
in their own flesh or in the flesh of those whom they love more than 
their own life. Turn Thy eyes toward this poor father, reduced by 
sickness to inactivity, who can no longer nourish by the sweat of his 
brow or educate his little ones. Turn them toward this mother, who, 
worn out, must leave to itself the home that she has set up and guided 
with such love for the benefit and joy of the whole family. Turn them 
toward these youths, full of ardor and manly purpose, who ask only to 
be allowed to work and to give themselves, and who see themselves 
nailed to a bed of pain while so many others foolishly dissipate their 
health and youthful vigor. Turn them toward these young girls who 
had opened their arms to life and were smilingly advancing to a future 
rich in promise. Turn Thine eyes toward those charitable men and 
women, the visible providence of the poor, the afflicted, the confused, 
who leave behind them as so many orphans all those unhappy souls 
to whom they extended a pitying hand. 
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O Jesus, hear Our voice as You heard the plea of the centurion 
for his servant, of the ruler for his son, of Jairus for his daughter dying 
in the flower of her youth, of the Canaanite woman whose faith so 
moved Your Heart. 


But if, in the secret of Your adorable counsels, the trial is to be 
yet prolonged or cut short only by death, then grant to these last the 
serenity of a sweet and holy death, and to the others, together with a 
filial resignation, the full joy of the supernatural fruit of the Jubilee, 
the supreme consolation of fulfilling in the weakness of their body, 
even by means of this very weakness, the lofty and redeeming mission 
that You have confided to them. Grant to those who stand at their 
bedside the strength to encourage them by their presence and to unite 
their anguish with that of Your holy Mother standing at the foot of the 
Cross. 


And now, as a pledge of greater Divine consolations, with an over- 
flowing heart We impart to them Our Apostolic Benediction.

EHOLD, I stand at the door and knock!” It is Jesus who 
speaks these words. He knocks at the door of your hearts 
to ask for special devotion to His Sacred Heart this month. 
Open them wide to Him. The Heart of Jesus is the source 
of all love, and longs to inflame human hearts with fervor. When 
there is love in the heart, it is easy to imitate the virtues of the Sacred 
Heart and become like Him. You will receive special graces from 
the efforts you make to become like the Heart of Jesus. “This blessed 
Heart,” says St. Bernard, “is represented wounded by a lance, to recall 
to our minds by the sight of the visible wound, the invisible wound 
of His love!” How could you commit sin if you thought often of this 
Heart pierced with a lance for your sake? How could you find any 
virtue hard if you would remember the thorns that prick It? Would 
you be careless and neglect your prayers, the sacraments, and Holy 
Mass, if your heart were burning with love for the Sacred Heart? 

The Heart of Jesus is the treasury of every grace, the seat of holy 
desires, the source of virtues, and the model of fervent souls. In the 
Sacred Heart burns an ardent desire for God’s glory, an infinite love 
for souls, the deepest humility, inexhaustible patience, perfect self- 
denial, obedience to God’s holy will, and constant acts of adoration, 
thanksgiving, and praise of the Divine Majesty. 

Since the Sacred Heart of Jesus is really present in the Blessed 
Sacrament, devotion to the Sacred Heart naturally draws us closer to 
the Blessed Sacrament. These two devotions are very closely related. 
Love of the Sacred Heart increases love for the Blessed Sacrament, and 
love of the Blessed Sacrament increases love for the Sacred Heart.

Saint Peter and Saint Paul 
Feast, June 29 


The names of St. Peter and St. Paul head the list of the Apostles, 
because they are the chiefs or Princes of all the Apostles. Through them 
the light of the holy Gospel was brought to Rome. Here they were 
martyred for the sake of the Gospel, St. Peter being crucified, head 
downwards, while St. Paul was beheaded with a sword. During this 
Jubilee Year many pilgrims will go to pray at their tombs. 

St. Peter was born in the town of Bethsaida in Galilee and was a 
fisherman by trade. One day Our Lord passed by the lake and called 
him and his brother, Andrew, to follow Him and become His disciples. 
They obeyed without a word, and left everything to follow Jesus. 

Peter was a‘man of deep faith, childlike humility, and unchanging 
love. One time when Jesus asked the disciples what they thought of 
Him, Peter's ardent faith made him answer quickly for all of them: 
“Thou art Christ, the Son of the Living God!” Up to that time, Peter 
had been called “Simon.” But Our Lord now changed his name and 
promised to make him head of the Church which He would found. He 
said to him, “Thou art Peter — (which means rock) — and upon this 
Rock, I will build My Church... and I will give thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven.” 

Peter had many faults for which Our Lord sometimes had to re- 
prove him; yet he was a lovable character, and, in spite of his faults, 
was especially dear to Jesus. He took Our Lord’s reproofs with the 
greatest humility. On account of this humility, one day when Our 
Lord worked a miracle and filled his fishing net with a large catch 
of fishes, he cried out, “Depart from me, O Lord, for I am a sinful 
man!” He was astonished at Our Lord’s goodness and power. At the 
Last Supper he told Our Lord that he would not let Him wash his feet. 
How could he let his Lord and God wash his feet? Why, he felt 
ashamed to think of it! But when Our Lord answered that unless He 
washed Peter’s feet, Peter would have no part in His kingdom, Peter 
quickly changed his mind and wanted his head and hands washed too. 
His great love made him speak out boldly and impetuously, but Our 
Lord understood. | 

Even though St. Peter was humble, he sometimes trusted himself 
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too much. On the night of the Passion, Our Lord warned him that he 
was going to deny Him three times before a cock would crow twice. 
Peter protested, “I will die with Thee, but I will never deny Thee!” 
A few hours later he gave in to fear and humaii respect and three times 
denied that he had anything to do with Jesus, and even swore that he 
did not know Him. Then a cock crowed, and Jesus looked at Peter. 
Peter remembered what Our Lord had said. He was broken-hearted 
to think that he had denied Jesus, and he went away and wept bitterly. 
His contrition was so deep that he grieved al] his life over this sin, 
and it is said that his cheeks were furrowed by tears. 

After His Resurrection, Jesus gave Peter a chance to make up for 
this sin. There is no more touching scene in the Gospel than this. 
Jesus asked St. Peter three times, “Simon,... dost thou love Me?” 
And three times Peter answered, “Thou knowest, Lord, that I love 
Thee.” When Jesus had asked him the third time, St. Peter was 
troubled, for he feared that Our Lord might have seen some defect in 
his love, as when He had told him he would deny Him. But Jesus 
then reassured him, by making him the first Pope and giving him the 
highest powers in the Church. 

Immediately after Jesus ascended into heaven, St. Peter became 
the leader of the Apostles. He converted five thousand persons on the 
first Pentecost by preaching with fiery zeal and eloquence. He labored 
with untiring devotion and suffered much to spread the Gospel in 
Jerusalem and Palestine, and later also went to Antioch and to Rome. 
He worked many miracles to prove that he had authority from God, 
and was preaching the true religion. St. Peter was the first Bishop of 
Rome, and was crucified there about 67 A.D., though the year is not 
certain. In his humility, he begged to be crucified with head down- 
ward, believing himself unworthy to die in the same manner as Our 
Lord. St. Peter was married, and according to an ancient writer, had 
children. The same writer relates that Peter’s wife also suffered martyr- 
dom. After being called to be an Apostle, he no longer lived with his 
family, but was always with Our Lord and the other Apostles. 


St. Paul was born in Asia Minor, about the year 3 A.D., of a 
Pharisee family, of the Tribe of Benjamin. He was a Jew, but a Roman 
citizen from the fact of his birth in Tarsus, the capital of Cilicia. 
His Jewish name was Saul. As a boy he was instructed in the observ- 
ance of the Jewish law given by God to Moses, and he lived up to 
his religion very strictly. In his zeal for this faith, which he believed 
to be the kind of worship God wanted, he became a violent persecutor 
of the early Christians. When St. Stephen, the first Christian martyr, 
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was stoned to death, Saul helped and encouraged those who threw the 
stones. Soon afterward he received authority to drag the Christians 
out of their homes, load them with chains, and throw them into prison. 
He was on his way to Damascus to hunt out the Christians there, when 
he and his companions were suddenly blinded by a great light from 
heaven, brighter than the sun. His horse was so frightened that it 
threw him to the ground. Then he heard a voice saying, “Saul, Saul, 
why dost thou persecute Me?” And Saul answered, “Who art Thou, 
Lord?” The voice replied, “I am Jesus, whom thou dost persecute.” 
Saul understood then that by persecuting the Christians, he persecuted 
Christ and outraged God. For three days he was blind, and took no 
food or drink. 

Soon afterwards Saul was baptized, and his name was changed 
to Paul. He preached the word of God to most of the known world 
of his day. Tradition says he even traveled to Spain. He was the 
first Apostle to bring the Gospel to the pagans; for this reason, he is 
called the “Doctor—or Teacher—of the Gentiles.” He was beheaded 
at Rome in the year 66 or 67 A.D., after suffering all kinds of trials 
as an Apostle. His sufferings were very severe, but he loved Christ 
so much that he declared, “What can separate me from the love of 
Christ? Can persecutions, shipwreck, hunger, thirst, nakedness? No, 
nothing can separate me from the love of Christ.” He also said, “The 
sufferings of this life cannot be compared with the glory that is to 
come.” 

St. Paul was a tentmaker by trade, and supported himself by his 
own labors. He was never married. His deep interest in and paternal 
affection for the various churches he established prompted him to write 
fourteen beautiful and inspiring letters or Epistles, which form an im- 
portant part of the New Testament. He is the patron against poisonous 
snakes, and of tentmakers and saddlers. Because June 29th is devoted 
chiefly to the honor of St. Peter, St. Paul is honored on the following 
day by a separate feast, called the Commemoration of St. Paul. 


PRACTICE: “Dost thou love Me?’’ These were the words Our 
Lord addressed to St. Peter, and Peter answered: “Thou knowest, Lord, 
that I love Thee!’’ Can you answer the same? You can if you fight 
against your sinful inclinations and are humble and obedient as he 
was, and are sincerely sorry for your faults. You can make this answer 
if you offer Jesus every action of the day, your work and play, your 
prayers and rest. 

Beg of Jesus to give you an apostolic heart like St. Paul’s to lead 
other souls to Jesus, a heart filled with charity, so you can say with 
him, ‘“‘Nothing shall separate me from the love of Christ.”
